Returns from Arkansas Point to 
Clarke for Senator. 


About Ten Counties Not Yet Heard 
from Will Make the Contest 
Very Close. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., March 320.—Indica- 
tions reflected by additional returns from 
a majority of the counties point to a vic- 
tory for ex-Gov. James P. Clarke for 
Uhited States Senator over Senator James 
K. Jones, though his majority on joint 
ballot will probably not exceed twelve. 

Complete returns are not yet in and in 
several of the large counties the vote is so 
close that the official count awaited. 
Senator Jones will not concede Clarke's 
success. He left this afternoon for his 
home in Homestead County, but his head- 
quarters here remain open. 

At Clarke’s headquarters it declared 
that the contest is settled in Clarke’s favor, 
the only question being as to the size of his 
majority. There are about ten counties 
from which news has not been received ow- 
ing to the absence of wire connection. 

At Senator Jones's headquarters it is said 
he is satisfied with the reports received 
to-day. Instead of conceding his defeat, as 
has been widely c#culated, he feels that 
the situation has materially improved. 
Representatives of Jones announce that 
they have received definite information 
from 43 counties, 27 of which have been 
carried by him. Of the remaining counties 


in the State they expect Senator Jones to 
carry at least 20, thus insuring him be- 
tween 85 and 90 on joint ballot, 67 being 
necessary for a choice. i 

So far as definitely reported Gov. Davis 
has carried two-thirds of the counties 
against C. W. Rector for the Gubernatorial 
nomination, 


JONES WOULDN’T BE MISSED. 


His Leadership of the Senate Minority 


Had Been Practically Discounted.

WASHINGTON, March 30.—The 
from Arkansas about the defeat of Senator 
James K. Jones, the Democratic leader in 
the Senate, is received with more or less 
apathy by the Democrats here. 

Personally everybody likes Mr. Jones, 
and on his own account the Democrats are 
sorry; but as far as his position as a po- 
litical leader is concerned there is a distinct 
feeling of relief in many quarters. 

A good many of the Democrats in Con- 
gress have lately become converts to the 
theory that they have been badly led. 
There have been complaints that Mr. Rich- 
ardson’s leadership in the House lacks ag- 
gressiveness except where matters of im- 
portance are concerned, and that it is not 
regarded by any broad conceptions of pub- 
lic policies. There has also been a grow- 
ing feeling that Mr. Jones lacked a good 
many of the essentials of leadership and 
that the party had been marking time un- 
der his direction. Mr. Richardson is now 
out of the Congressional Committee Chair- 
manship, his place being filled by a citizen 
of Georgia named Griggs, and it is doubt- 
ful if his House leadership lasts longer 
than until the next Speakership caucus.

| 200 Mourners Follow the Dead Hatfields 
and Every Man Had a Gun.

WHITESBURG, Ky., March 30.—A 
unique funeral procession was witnessed 
in Pike County this afternoon. There were 
over 200 mourners, and every man carried 
a Winchester across his shoulder. It was 
the funeral of the two Hatfields, Thomp- 
son and his son Ephraim, who were killed 
in the quadruple tragedy of yesterday 
morning, the other victims being John 
Rutherford and Harry Watts.

Forty West Thirty-seventh Street 
Officers Act Together. 


Sixteen Arrests, All by Uniformed Men, 
the Result of a Decision to Protest 
Against Present Conditions. 


Forty members of the Police Department, 


all of whom are men in uniform attached to | 


| the Twentieth Precinct or the West Thirty- 

seventh Street Station, under command of 
Capt. Michael E. Foody, last night came 
out in open rebellion against existing con- 
ditions in the matter of the non-observance 


of the Sunday closing law as applied to sa- j 


loons in Manhattan. 
As a result of this mutiny there were six- 


teen arrests for alleged violation of the ex- ' 


cise law last night, each arrest being made 
by a man in full uniform who saw what he 
declares to be a violation of the excise law 
while on his beat, and not one by a plain- 
clothes man or precinct detective. The 
wardmen of the precinct had nothing to do 
with the matter. 

The rebellion is the outgrowth of the 
police regulation compelling the patrolmen 
to sign, when they come in off their posts, 
slips in which they are made to state that 
there have been no violations of the excise 
law on their beats. This regulation is 
termed by some of the patrolmen as “ put- 
ting it up to the man on the beat.” Re- 
cently some policemen. in one of the down- 
town precincts 
tions to close everything up at midnight on 
Saturday night. They were then trans- 
ferred. 

The men in the Twentieth Precinct have

There were some 
who feared trouble, others who did not, and 
who declared that if the thirty-eight men 
of the section all stood together and acted 
under plans discussed and approved | 
them, those ‘‘higher up" in the depart- 
ment would not dare to take action. 

For six hours this discussion lasted. In 
‘the early hours of yesterday morning many 
of the men were again thrown together in

Then it was practically decided 
that the men would stand together, and 
that the instructions, when given out by 
their suyerior officer about the excise vio- 
lations, would be literally obeyed.

This was the 
section of the town under the jurisdiction 
of the East Fifty-first Street Police Sta- 
tion. Here Capt. Lantry was command- 
ing. Throughout this precinct there was a 
widespread opinion that if attempts were 
being made by detectives of the District 
Attorney's office or by officers from the 
various societies it would be in Capt. Lan- 
try’s precinct they would try for evidence. 
Saloon after saloon in his precinct yester- 
day was tried by thirsty souls early in the 
day. These came to the conclusion that a 
general tip had been sent out, and that the 
whole city was dry, but they discovered 
their mistake as soon as they had crossed 
over to another precinct ang found: every- 
thing running in the anaer that has pre- 
vailed since Jan, 1. 

As a special recognition of Easter Sunday 
a new departure was witnessed in several 
Raines law hotels where hitherto the con- 
ventional sandwich has prevailed. An egg 
was given away with each drink in cele- 
bration of the day. In precincts where the 
Captains are supposed to be in favor with 
the higher police powers there was little if 
any attempt to run things wtih more care 
or secrecy than on recent previous Sun- 
days, On the upper east side it was harder 
for residents to get a drink than upon the 
west side of the city. 

It was said yesterday that Mr. Jerome

The evidence secured, it was said, extends 
over several weeks, not alone for neglect

MAKES MALLEABLE GLASS. 


Louis Kauffeld of Indiana Said to 
Have Discovered a Lost Art. 


Special to The New York Times. 


RICHMOND, Ind., March 30.—Louis Kauf- 
feld claims to have discovered the lost art 
of making malleable glass such as was 
made by the ancient Egyptians. For five 
years Mr. Kauffeld has been attempting 
to discover the secret. He is a lamp-chim- 
ney worker, and his efforts were directed 


to securing a chimney~that would stand 
the excessive heat and not break when 
coming in contact with water while heated. 

Kauffeld says he has dipped almost red- 
hot chimneys in water that was icy cold, 
and they were not affected, while the 
ordinary glass would have been shattered. 
Heavy glass bottles were filled with cold 
water, placed in the fire, and the water 
boiled out, but the bottles were not harmed. 

This new process, it is stated, renders 
possible the making of cooking vessels out 
of glass, and, to a great extent, the glass 
can be used in the manufacture of stoves. 
Mr. Kauffeld claims further that he can 
weld the glass together.

He said in the first instance an effort 
was made by the company to charter boats 
to bring the shipwrecked passengers to this 
city and thus allow the Noordiand to 
continue her trip to Liverpool. All efforts 
to get boats failed, however, and they were 
compelled to bring the passengers along on 
the Noordiand. 

The work of docking the big ship was 
begun at 2:45. A large corps of men was 
sent for by the company to accomplish the 
work quickly and they were aided by the 
moonlight. A hawser broke and delayed 
matters, so that it was 3 o'clock when the 
Pretoria’s passengers stepped ashore. 

The Pretoria is one the finest boats 
velonging to the fleet of the Quebec Steam- 
ship Company. For many years she has 
been in the company’s Bermuda-New York 
service, and has been a great favorite of 
the American tourists who spend their 
Winters at the popular resort. With the 
port of Hamilton as her Bermuda terminal 
the Pretoria during the Winter sails from 
this city every ten days, making the trip 
in fifty hours. The service to Bermuda is 
maintained by two steamships, the other 
peing the Trinidad, and sailings occur every 
five days during the tourist season, from 
October to May. Capt. J. W. McKenzie has 
been in the service of the Quebec Line for 
many years and is considered one of their 
best commanders. 

The Pretoria has a gross tonnage of 3,303 
and a net tonnage of 1,084. She was built 
in 1878 at Dumbarton, Scotland, by Messrs. 
W. Denny Brothers. Throughout she is 
equipped with electricity. She is 350 feet in 
length, 40 feet in breadth, and 32.9 feet in 
depth. Her engines are of 534 nominal 
borse power.

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TENNESSEE SUFFERS 
FROM FATAL FLOOD 


Twenty-two Lives and $4,000,000 
in Property Destroyed. 


Several Sections Absolutely Cut Off 
from the World, Many Railroad 
Bridges Swept Away—Des- 
titution Follows. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., 
from the flooded districts of Tennessee es- 
timate that the damage resulting from the 
storm of rain and wind will reach $4,000,- 
000, Twenty-two lives are believed to have 
been lost. Several counties known to have 
suffered heavily are yet cut off from com- 
munication and the loss in property and 
life may reach larger figures when addi- 
tional information has been received. From 
figures available the following fatalities 
are given: 

Pulaski, 12; Lewisburg, 3; 
ough, 1; McMinnville, 5, and Harriman, 

After a perilous night from the top of a 
tree in the Hermitage district three men 
were rescued from drowning at an early 
hour this mornin®. 

The Louisville and Nashville Railroad has 
a few trains running from Nashville to 
Lynnville, eighteen miles south of Colum- 
bia. The Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Iouis Road has succeeded in getting trains 
through only to Murfreesborough. 

The section visited by the flood embraces 
one of the richest portions of the State, and 
damage tc farm lands would bring serious 
results. Counties lying between the mount- 
ains on the east and the Tennessee River on 
the west, and between the Cumberland 
River and the Alabama line, are included in 
the flood-swept area. Stone fences were 
washed away on many of the riverside 
farms cf Lincoln County and crops de- 
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Thousands of logs are reported adrift in 
the upper Cumberland, which stream at 
Carthage this afternoon was rising at the 
rate of six inches per hour. 

The bridge of the Nashville and Knoxville 
Railroad at Lancaster, a 100-foot span, said 
to have cost $100,000, was washed away 
Saturday night. 

There is no communication with Linden, 
in Perry County, or with Lynchburg, in 
Moore, and both sections are believed to 
be seriously damaged. 


MISSISSIPPI FLOOD ABATING. 


But Railroad Traffic in West Tennessee 
and Mississippi Will Be Delayed 
for a Week. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 30.—Advices 
from the flooded districts in Mississippi to- 
night are that the waters are slowly reced- 
ing, and it believed the worst is over. 
The situation has been a critical one, and 
the damage to railroads, farms, and other 
property will foot up an enormous sum. It 
is reported that many negroes lost their 
lives. 

Meridian, in the eastern part of the State, 
has had no railroad communication for 
several days. Railroad traffic continues 
paralyzed in that section. Not one of the 
tive railroads entering the city have yet 
been able to get trains through either 
north or south. Mail, however, is_ being 
transferred on the Alabama Great South- 
ern, at Narkeeta Creek, where the bridge 
Was washed away. Large forces are at 
work on all the washouts, and traffic may 
be resumed north of Meridian to-morrow. 
The damage south on the Northeastern, 
Mobile and Ohio, and Alabama and Vicks- 
burg, is more disastrous than first re- 
ported, and it is doubtful if traffic is re- 
sumed inside of eight, and possibly, ten 
days. 


CARING FOR THE HOMELESS. 


Flood Sufferers Aided by the Public at 
Knoxville, Tenn. 
KNOXVILLE, Tenn., March 30.—The loss 
by the flood which swept the Emory Val- 
ley Saturday may reach nearly a million 
dollars in Roane and Morgan Counties. At 
Harriman the loss is estimated between 
$55,000 and $125,000. It is thought the 


damage to one plant in that city will 
amount to $75,000, 

Marks of the flood are plainly to be seen, 
and the whole country presents a devastat- 
ed appearance. The city’s light plant can- 
not be operated for a week or more. The 
majority of the homeless are housed in the 
gymnasium of the American Temperance 
University. Hundreds of men worked to- 
day repairing railroad trestles and bridges, 
and the Southern Railway expects to get 
trains through to-morrow. On the Knox- 
ville and Ohio Branch to-night the South- 
ern was able to send through its train to 
Louisville.

FLOODS IN NORTH DAKOTA. 


Transcontinental Traffic by the North- 
ern Routes Completely Blocked. 
8T. PAUL. Minn., March 30.—Transconti- 
nental traffic by the Northern routes con- 
tinues to be blockaded. The Northern Pa- 
cific’s efforts to transfer passengers across 
the lake formed by the overflowing of the 
Sloughs near McKenzie, N. D., have proved 
futile, and but little hope is held out for a 
resumption of business in the immediate 
future. Deports from the Great Northern 
are to the effect that their transcontinental 
trains, which heretofore have been able to 
get through, with only slight delay, are 
now held up by floods in the western por- 

tion of North Dakota. 

The situation of the Northern Pacific 
extremely serious. Reports from McKenzie 
are to the effect that a lake thirty miles 
long and two miles wide has formed, and 


the tracks are sixteen feet under water, or, 
perhaps, entirely washed out. Efforts to 
transfer passengers across this lake have 
not been successful. It is thought that an 
entirely new track will have to be built 
around this gay before traffic can be car- 
ried on. 

Some of the Northern Pacific business 
has been transferred to the Burlington at 
Billings, Mon., and in that way it is hoped 
to open an avenue of communication with 
the north coast cities. 

An immense amount of freight is ac- 
cumulating at both ends fo the washout, 
and uniess this shall be moved soon a 
great loss will be entailed upon the rail- 
road company, in addition to that already 
occasioned by the delay in traffic. 


TRAIN SCHEDULES UPSET. 
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Many Southern Roads Demoralized by 
Many Recent Wash-Outs. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., March 30.—Wash 
outs caused by the heavy rainstorm of the 
past few days demoralized regular sched- 
ules on many roads in the State to-day. All 
traffic west of Selma on the Southern Rail- 
road was suspended yesterday, owing to 
the Alabama River overflowing its banks 
and washing away a mile of track between 
Lake Lanier and the bridge. All trains on 
the Memphis Division of the Southern Rail- 
road were annulled, because of washouts in 
Mississippi. It is reported that complete 


repairs cannot be finished before Sunday 
night. Passengers who left Huntsville on 
Friday for points north on the Louisville 
and Nashville were returned to that place 
yesterday. 

Trains on the Southern Railroad can run 
no further west than Demopolis. The track 
is washed out for four miles, and the river 
is still rising at the rate of half a foot 
per hour, 


HIGH WINDS AT CLEVELAND. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, March 30.—A high 
wind has been blowing here a}! day, reach- 
ing a maximum velocity of fifty miles an 
hour. Probably $10,000 damage has been 
done throughout the city by the wind tear- 
ing up trees, unroofing houses and other 
buildings, smashing plate glass in down- 
cown stores, and causing loss to shipping 


interests alo the docks. 

At the National Stee! Works at Mingo 
Junetion, Ohio, the wind caught up an im- 
mense structural ore bridge and whiried it

LONDON, March 31.—A_ report has 
reached Vienna from Constantinople, wires 
the correspondent of The Daily Mail, that 
Mohammed Rechad, the Sultan's brother 
and presumptive successor, is dead.

Recent reports from Constantinople have 
described the Sultan as being apprehensive 
that Prince Mohammed Rechad was be- 
coming imbued with Liberal principles. One 
such report was to the effect that two 
jewelers, from whom the heir to the throne 
bought some trinkets, were afterward ac- 
cused of attempting to influence him and 
were thrown into prison, all their goods 
being confiscated. 

Prince Mohammed Rechad was born in 
Constantinople on Nov. 3, 1844. He was 
the third son of the Sultan Abdul Medjid. 
The eldest son of that Sultan is the un- 
fortunate Murad V., who, after reigning 
for two months, was declared to in- 
sane, and has since then been kept in con- 
finement. The present Sultan, Abdul 
Hamid, is the second son of Abdul Medjid, 
who died in 1861, 

Prince Mohammed Rechad was a General 
in the Turkish Army. 


STEAMER HOLYROOD SUNK. 


Collided with the Leyland Liner Bernard 
Hall on March 27—The 


Crew Saved. 

LONDON, March 30.—The British steam- 
er Holyrood, Capt. Rentop, from Portland, 
Me., March 15, for London, sank after col- 
liding on March 27 with the Leyland Line 
steamer Bernard Hall, Capt. Cassentine, 
from Liverpool March 26, for Barbados, 
Trinidad, and Galveston. The crew of the 
Holyrood, numbering twenty-eight men, 
boarded the Bernard Hall, which has ar- 
rived at Queenstown, with her bows stove 
in. 

The collision occurred at § o'clock in the 
evening in a dense fog at a point 175 miles 
west of Fastnet. 3oth vessels were going 
slowly. Capt. Renton and Capt. Cassen- 
tine were on the bridges of their respective 
steamers, and a careful lookout was being 
kept. The approaching vessels were not 
discovered until it was too late. 

The Bernard Hall struck the Holyrood 
amidships, on the port side, and ripped 
a great hole in the Holyrood, which ex- 
tended Into her engine rooms. Boats 
quickly lowered from both vessels. 
crew of the H diyrood scrambled out of their 
Steamer, which sank twenty minutes after 
being struck. 

The Holyrood was a steel screw steam- 
Ship, built at Glasgow, by R. Duncan & 
Co., in 1889 She was of 1,735 tons net 
register, 300.4 feet long, and 40.1 feet wide, 
and had a depth of 25.1 feet. Glasgow was 
her home port, and Raeburn & Verel her 
owners.

RATE OF EXCHANGE IN MANILA. 


Philippine Commission Fixes It at $2.27 
Mexican Silver for $1 Gold—Iim- 
porters Discontented. 
MANILA, March 30.--The Philippine Com- 
mission yesierday fixed the Government 
rate of exchange for silver for the second 
quarter of this vear at $2.27 Mexican silver 
for one gold dollar. The rate of exchange 
yesterday at the banks was $2.28 Mexican 
for $1 gold, but the banks refused to sell 
sold in large quantities, not having suffi- 
client coin to do so. ‘The banks have nou- 
fied the Quartermaster’s Department that 
it is impossible for them to cash Quartcr- 

master checks. 

The scarcity of American gold is attrib- 
uted partly to the banks and largely to 
Chinese speculators, who always buy Amer- 
ican gold at a quotation 2 points higher 
than the bank rate. 

This action of the commission, in mak- 
ing the Government rate higher than the 
bank rate of exchange, has created much 
discontent among importers. They are un- 
able to obtain sufficient gold to pay im- 
port duties, and must, consequently, pay 
these duties in silver at the Government 
rate of $2.27. The-employes of the Civil 
Government areelated at the new rate of 
exchange, as it means a considerable in- 
crease in their salaries, 

It is the intention of the commission to 
endeavor to retain the gold in the archi- 
pelago. The bankers of Manila say that 
the monetary situation in the Philippines 
cannot be helped by Governmental action 
and that a region as important commer- 
cially as the Phiiippine archipelago must 
affect the world’s markets. 
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BRITISH TRADE PROSPERITY. 


London Daily Telegraph Thinks that the 
Boer War Has Awakened the 
Energy of the Whole Empire. 
LONDON, March 31.—The papers this 
morning publish editorial articles on the 
satisfactory condition of the finances of 
the United Kingdom, as revealed by the 
revenue returns. They generally congratu- 
late the country that, in spite of the war, 
the prosperity of trade continues. This 
prosperity, the newspapers declare, is 
proved by the large increase in revenue 

from the income tax. 

It is estimated that the budget deficit 
will reach £27,000,000 and that the success 
of revious experiments will induce Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach (the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer) further to widen the basis of 
taxation. 

The Daily Telegraph thinks that the war 
has had the effect of awakening the energy 
of the whole empire and that it may prove 
to be the saivation of Great Britain's busi- 
ness position in the world. 


GERMAN TRADE IN 1901. 
BERLIN, March 30.—A commission of 
commercial experts, which has been work- 
ing in conjunction with the Government 
statisticians, has fixed the total values of 
Germany's foreign trade for 1901 as fol- 


lows: 

Imports, 5,709,000,000 marks, (about $1,- 
360,000,000,) a decrease of 333,000,000 marks 
compared with 1900. 

Exports, 4,512,000,000 marks, a decrease 
of 240,000,000 as compared with 
1900. 

The imports from the United States in- 
creased by 21,500,000 marks, compared with 
the previous year. The exports to the 
United States decreased 54,000,000 marks 
as compared with 1900, 

The exports to the United States from 
the Berlin Consular district, for the first 
quarter of 1902, amount to 6,999,249 marks. 
as against 5,143,289 marks for the corre- 
sponding period last year, 
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WIRES CRIPPLED BY BLAZE 


Telegraph and Electric Light 
Cables Were Crossed. 


More: Than One Hundred Important 
Wires at Dey and Greenwich 


Streets Out of Service. 


Crossed telegraph and electric light 
cables, which form a big tangle under the 
elevated structure at the southwest cor- 


ner of Dey and Greenwich Streets, caused } 


a blaze last night, which put about 100 
wires into the Western Union Building out 


of commission. 

Simultaneously with the outbreak of the 
fire under the elevated, the incandescent 
bulbs above the main switchboard in the 
Western Union operating room, on the 
ninth floor of the Western Union Build- 
ing, began lighting up. These bulbs are for 
the purpose of detecting grounded wires. 
A report soon reached the office from a 
wireman who happened to see the blaze, 
that some of the Western Union cables 
were affected, so the hghts in the bulbs 
were explained. 

Jere Quinn, an embploye of the company, 
saw the fire and ran to the headquarters 
of Fire Battalion Chief Kruger. An alarm 
was turned in, which sent four engines and 
seven trucks to the scene. When they ar- 
rived one stream served to extinguish the 
flaming insulation, and a small fire which 
had started in the frame platform beside 
the elevated track. Chief Kruger ordered 
the men handling the hose to use rubber 
gloves lest an electric current run down 
the stream of water and cause trouble. An 
elevated train passed along the track before 
the fire engines arrived. The engineer of 
the train blew his whistle until the engines 
arrived. 

A Western Union employe, who was on 
the ground, said that seven cables contain- 
ing 100 wires of the Western Division, left 
the ground at Dey and Greenwich Streets, 
and were carried along the elevated for a 
little distance. They were important wires, 
he said, and the telegraph service was con- 
siderably crippled without them. 

At the Western Union Building the night 
manager said that he believed most of the 
wires in the disabled cables were to local 
stations, and the full extent of the dam- 
age could not be learned until morning. 
He admitted that some Western wires were 
not working. 

A switchman said that 
two Chicago wires usually working only 
two were available last night. A number 
of the Western wires were grounded, he 
said, but until a full test was made it 
would be impossible to estimate the full 
extent of the damage. The night manage, 
when asked about the Chicago wires, ad- 
mitted that they were out of order, but 
said the insulation fire had nothing to do 
with it. 

“The trouble with the Chicago wires,”’ 
he said, “is in Chicago, where a sleetstorm 
is crippling the service." 

Nearly the entire Western service of the 
Western Union was tied up for about fif- 
teen minutes, until the offices at Buffalo 
and Philadelphia connected their heaviest 
batteries on the New York wires, and the 
Western service was retumed through those 
cities. The Chicago wire of The Associated 
Press was quiet for fifteen minutes, until 
connection was made through Buffalo. 
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FIRE ALARMS WALDORF GUESTS 


Blaze in Fifth Avenue House Opposite 
the Big Hotel Quickly Extin- 
guished by the Firemen. 

Guests who were dining at the Waldorf- 
Astoria last night about 9 o'clock were 
badly frightened by the sight of fire ap- 
paratus which pulled up in Fifth Avenue, 
between Thirty-third and Thirty-fourth 
Streets. The crowd which gathered at first 
thought the fire was in the hotel, but it 
proved to be in the building at 341 Fifth 

Avenue, which is directly opposite. 

Coals from an open fire in the apartment 
of Mortimer Harrison, a photographer on 
the fourth floor, fell from the grate, setting 
fire to the woodwork. The blaze was dis- 
covered by a Mr. Vanderveer of 343 Fifth 
Avenue, and Policemen Conboy and Wick- 
ham of the West Thirtieth Street Station 
turned in an alarm. 

When the firemen arrived they battered 
down the front doors of the studio building 
and carried lines of hose up through the 
hallways and put out the blaze, after dam- 
age to the amount of $500 had been done.

FRENCH CHAMBERS ADJOURN. 


Deputies Pass the Budget, as Amended 
by the Senate, by a Big Majority. 
PARIS, March 30.—Both the Chamber of 
Deputies and the Senate sat all night last 
night to adjust budget differences. The 
Senate, at 3 o'clock this morning, adjourned 

until 1 o'clock in the afternoon. 

The Chamber of Deputies finally agreed 
to all the amendments made by the Senate, 
and passed the whole budget by a vote of 
367 to SU. It adjourned at 5 o'clock this 
morning. 

Just before the adjournment of the Cham- 
ber, President Deschanel, in a short speecn, 
alluded to the increasing difficulties of par- 
liamentary government and severely cen- 
sured those members of the Chamber who 
had wasted the public time by making 
astounding proposals for public expendit- 
ure, with the mere object of catching votes. 
M. Deschanel said: 

** Personal power has cost too dear dur- 
ing the last century for France to be 
tempted to recemmence the experiment.” 

The speaker also expressed his hope that 
the successors of the Deputies would “ be 
able to find means to maintain free institu- 
tions without the abuses which compro- 
mise them.” 

At this afternoon's meeting of the Senate 
the formal elections were fixed for April 27. 

The Chamber of Deputies and the Senate 
will reassemble June 1 and June 3 respect- 
ively. 


FEARS JAPANESE INFLUENCES. 


Chinese Minister at Tokio Thinks Stu- 
dents Should Not Be Sent There. 
YOKOHAMA, March 30.—The Chinese 

Minister at Tokio has sent a strongly word- 

ed dispatch to Peking in which he advises 

his Government to prohibit Chinese stu- 


dents from coming to Japan, declaring they 
would imbibe revolutionary ideas here. 


It was recently announced from Peking 
that fifty-six Chinese students would soon 
enter the military school at Tokio. Their 
expenses were to be paid by the Viceroy of 
Pe-chi- Li. 


More Russian Students Punished. 
ST. PETERSBURG, March 30.—At Mos- 
cow last Wednesday twenty-six persons, 
mostly students, were arrested for disre- 
garding the regulations of the Governor 
General. They have been sentenced to 
terms of imprisonment varying from one 
to three months. The university students 
ot St. Petersburg estimate that twenty- 
five of their comrades have been sent to 
Siberia.

CHINESE MINING REGULATIONS. 
Concessions May Be Granted to Foreign- 
ers in Any Part of the Empire—Roy- 
alties Said to be Prohibitive.

to foreigners in any part of China.

Demand for 10 Per Cent. Increase 
Throughout the State, to Take 
Effect April 7. 
PAWTUCKET, R. I., March 30.—A special 
meeting of the Rhode Island Mule Spinners’ 
Association was held this afternoon in this 
city. which resulted in a demand on all 
yarn and thread manufacturers of the State 
for an increase of wages amounting to 10 
per cent., to take effect April 7. The manu- 


facturers are given until Saturday after- 
noon next to make reply, at which time a 
meeting of the association will be held. 

It was the general sentiment of the meet- 
ing that the price paid for mule spinning in 
a cloth mill was the price that should be 
paid in yarn and thread mills as weil. As 
the cloth mills had granted an increase of 
wages, to preserve the uniformity of wages, 
which was the principal purpose of the as- 
sociation, it would be necessary to demand 
that a similar increase be made by the 
yarn and thread mills. 

The matter will be brought up at the 
National convention of the Cotton Oper- 
atives Mule Spinners’ Association, which 
will be held at Boston beginning to-morrow 
morning. The yarn and thread mills of the 


State employ about a third of the members 


of the association. 


The action of the spinners compelling the | 


advance, while the number of spinners is 
comparatively small, will affect upward of 
5,000 operatives. 


BREWERY LOCKOUT CONTINUED 


Labor Struggle at Cincinnati Unexpect- 
edly Assumes a Bitter Phase. 
CINCINNATI, March 30.—It was gener- 
ally expected that the brewery lockout at 
Cincinnati, Covington, and Newport would 
be formally declared off to-day, but at a 
largely attended meeting of the United 
Brewery Workmen, all the propositions of 
the Brewers’ Exchange were rejected and 
resolutions were adopted to press the boy- 
cott on local beer and “ fight the station- 

ary engineers to a finish.”’ 

After President Samucl Gompers of the 
American Federation of Labor spent three 
days here last week and decided that the 
United Brewery Workmen did not have 
jurisdiction over the engineers and against 
one craft locking another out, it was an- 
nounced that all would abide by his de- 
cision, and both sides were proceeding on 
the lines laid down by Gompers for final 
settlement. 

Of the 1,500 originally out, it was found 
that there were less than 200 whom the 
breweries refused to replace on account of 
new men that had been employed, and for 
other reasons 

The members of the National Executive 
Board of United Brewers were present to- 
day, and moved that the Brewery Workers 
reject all propositions, renew the fight on 
the engineers. and continue the boycott on 
local beer till all of the lockec-out men 
shall be reinstated. The brewers state that 
more than half of their old men are «l- 
ready reinstated, and that all the others 
who are wanted will be at work to-morrow.

Bay by Steamer Romsdal—Three 
Men Drowned. 
PHILADELPHIA, March 30.—With the 
greater part of her crew of eleven men 
asleep in their bunks below deck, the little 
fishing schooner Edna Earl was run into 
and sunk ir Delaware Bay, off Reedy Isl- 
and, Del., late last night, and three of her 
crew were drowned. The drowned men are 
William Smith, Dennis Ford. father-in-law 
of Smith, both of Philadelphia, and Pat- 

rick Nolan of Baltimore. 

The vessel that sank the fisherman was 
the Norwegian steamship Romsdal, from 
New York for Philadelphia, in ballast, 
which rescued the surviving members of 
the crew and brought them to this city. 

To whom the responsibility for the colli- 
sion is chargeable has not been determined. 
Both Capt. Hirsch of the Romsdal and 
Capt. Kole of the schooner say that all 
their lights were burning and that they 
were completely within maritime regula- 
tions. 

The sleeping fishermen were awakened by 
the crash and rushed up the narrow com- 
panionway. All but three of them managed 
to reacn the deck, Nolan, Smith, and Ford 
being caught by the rush of water and 
drowned inside the vessel. The blow struck 
by the Romsdal was so severe that the lit- 
tle schooner was almost cut in half, and 
she sank in less than five minutes. The 
surviving members took to the rigging, and 
in half an hour were taken off in a small 
boat sent to the rescue by Capt. Hirsch, 
who immediately anchored his vessel after 
the collision. It took nearly a half hour for 
the Romsdal’s crew to locate the wrecked 
sailors in the darkness. The Romsdal, be- 
yond the bending of a few plates, was un- 
injured. The fishing schooner was owned 
by Michael P. Howlett of Philadelphia. The 
vessel was of 42 tons’ register, was built in 
1882, and was valued at $8,000, 


STEAMER AGROUND IN HARBOR. 


The Lake Superior, with 1,000 Immi- 
grants Aboard, Helpless at 
St. John, N. B. 

ST. JOHN, N. B., March 30.—The steamer 
Lake Superior, from Liverpool, with about 
1,000 immigrants, dragged her anchor or 
broke the chain and swung on to the Round 
Reef, while coming to anchor in Upper 
Quarantine late this afternoon. The vessel 
is still on the reef, but it is said the bottom 
is soft. 

Efforts were at once made to float her, 
but have been abandoned for the present 
on account of the falling tide and will be 
resumed at 4 o'clock to-morrow morning. 
If the ship cannot be floated to-morrow the 
passengers will be taken off and conveyed 
to Sand Point immigration building. 


TO EXTEND WESTERN RAILWAY. 


Bellingham Bay and British Columbia 
Line to Cross Cascade Mountains. 
Special to The New York Times. 
TACOMA, Washington, March 30.—D. O. 
Mills and his San Francisco associates 
Alvinza Hayward and P. B. Cornwall have 
just announced their intention of extend- 
ing the Bellingham Bay and British Co- 
lumbia Railroad from Maple Falls, What- 
com County, across the Cascade Mount- 
ains to the Methow and Chanogan mining 
districts. The road now extends from 
Whatcom to Sumas, on the international 

boundary, and Maple Falls. 

Two engineering corps will be sent into 
the field at once. The extension will be 
started in June and the building carried 
this season to a point in the foothills from 
which either of several passes through the 
mountains may be taken. Next season it 
will be completed to Winthrop, in Okano- 
gan County, and possibly into Spokane. 

This year’s extension will tap the Mount 
Baker and Slate Creek mining districts. 
When finished into Okanogan County it 
will tap more mining districts, and be 
capable of furnishing larger ore tonnage 
than any other Northwestern Railroad. 

The road now possesses terminals at Bel- 
lingham Bay and handles an immense traf- 
fic in logs, lumber, shingles, besides furn- 
ishing entrance to Bellingham Bay for the 
Canadian Pacific. 

The Mills Syndicate was last week given 
a franchise for supplying electric light and 
power to Whatcom and Fair Haven. The 
power plant will be built at Nooksack 
Falls, and, if possible, the entire railroad 
will eventually be operated by electricity. 

Many believe that the Mills Syndicate is 
backed by the Harriman railroad system, 
which will connect with the new railroad 
at Spokane, thereby securing tidewater 
terminals at Whatcom, a hundred miles 
nearer the ocean that the terminals of the 
Northern Pacific and Great Northern.

BATTLE IN WYOMING. 


Four Men Shot and 1,100 Sheep Killed 
in a Warfare Between Herders 


Over Grazing Land. 

ROCK SPRINGS, Wyoming, March 30. 
In a battle vesterday on the range of the 
Upper Green River country, between cattle- 
men and sheepmen, four men were shot, 
two perhaps fatally; several others severely 
beaten, and 1,100 sheep were clubbed or 
shot to death. ‘‘Abe”"’ and Rowen Hill, 
brother sheepmen, were dangerously wound- 
ed, and when a courier who brought the 
news left the scene they were in a critical 
condition. The Hills shot but did not kill 
two cattlemen whose names have not been 
learned, and several sheep herders were 
beaten by the cattlemen. : 

The cause of the trouble is a dispute be- 
tween the cattlemen and sheepmen over a 
division of the range. The cattlemen have 
been fighting for years to peep sheep out of 
the New Fork section of Uintah County. 
No sooner have they got rid of one band 
of sheen than another appeared. At last 
deadlines were drawn about a certain dis- 
trict, which they held exciusively for cattle, 
and the sheenmen were warned to keep 
away or take the consequences.

Whatever may have been the motives 
of Gen. Mies in the correspondence he 


_- has had with the Department of War, it 


is greatly to be regretted that the cir- 
cumstances in which the publication of 
the correspondence and the documents 
connected with it place him in such an 
undignified situation as he finds him- 
self in. 

The original proposition which he made 
to the department was in itself, to say 
the least, extremely crude and ill-consid- 
ered. It betrayed a curious lack of un- 
derstanding of what was being done in 
the Philippines and of the system and or- 
ganization by which it was being done, 
and an almost childish misconception of 
what he could accomplish if he were al- 
lowed to go there with the plans and 
powers he rather vaguely and grandly 
outlined. And it is quite incomprehensi- 
ble how he could have failed to see both 
the confusion which his plan would entail 
and the gross unfairness it would involve 
toward the General in command there. 
However benevolent and humane his in- 
tentions may have been, it is clear that 
they implied the possession on his part of 
gifts for statesmanship that no one but 
himself has yet discovered in him. 

When the Secretary of War had plain- 
ly pointed out the very strong reasons 
why Gen. MILEs’s proposition could not 
wisely or properly be accepted, the Gen- 
era] should have allowed the matter to 
rest there. But when, after this, and 
after a call for the papers had been pro- 
cured from the House of Representatives, 
he submitted a further document, not 
merely defending his own course as 
against that decided on by the President, 
but introducing matter reflecting on the 
honor of the army and of his fellow-of- 
ficers, which he knew to be actually un- 
proved and under official investigation, 
he was guilty of very serious misconduct. 
He showed a spirit unworthy of his pro- 
fession and his rank and clearly incon- 
sistent with the loyalty which is of the 
very essence of the soldier's duty. Gen. 
Mies has a brilliant and honorable rec- 
ord and has honeStly earned the respect 
and gratitude of his countrymen. It is 
difficult to understand what has impelled 
him to a course so unbecoming. Those 
who have most admired and trusted him 
in the past will most regret it. 


THE FIGHT AGAINST SECRET RATES. 


The recent action of the courts in Ili- 
nois on the initiative of the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission is a substantial 
contribution to the solution of the prob- 
lem of the abolition or restraint of secret 
ratemaking—the one crying evil of the 
railroad situation. It is very far from 
solving the much broader problem of the 
regulation of the roads, but it is in itself 
good. 

In effect, if the action of the courts is 
carried to its logical conclusion, the rail- 
road companies will be enjoined perma- 
nently from making secret rates, and the 
novel feature of the present movement 
is that this action is accepted by the 
roads. It is reported that the roads had 
become weary of the exactions imposed 
on them by the more powerful shippers 
and were willing that the courts should 
deprive them of the option to grant the 
secret reductions to which they had been 
more or less forced. Whether this be 
true in whole or in part, it is plain that it 
will be better for ail legitimate interests 
that the element of secrecy should be 
taken away from the dealings of the 
roads either with their customers or with 
each other. That is the one thing that is 
absolutely and permanently inconsistent 
with justice and, we believe, with the real 
interests of the companies themselves, It 
“ works like poison in the blood ” of com- 
merce and tends directly toward all sorts 
of demoralization and corruption. The 
railroad problem, in some of its phases, is 
at best complicated and difficult, but the 
condition precedent toward dealing with 
it in any effective manner is getting rid 
of the element of secrecy that has pre- 
vailed so long and to such an extent. 
Fortunately the most intelligent and the 
most successful railroad managers and 
owners recognize this fact and are pre- 
pared to aid in the adoption of a policy 
in accordance with it. 

Meanwhile the public is to be congrat- 
ulated on the recent action of the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission, and so, for 
that matter, is the commission itself, 
since it is based on an interpretation of 
the powers and duties of the commission 
which it has not hitherto entertained or, 
at least, has not put into such practical 
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pperation. A good deal of the energy and _ 


ingenuity of the members of that body 
has in the past been devoted to an ear- 
nest effort to secure an extension of their 
powers, while the function of intimate 
¥y and effective investigation has not been 


» vigorously exercised as it might have |

been. One of the objects of the commis- 
sion has been to obtain the authority 
practically to make rates for the roads 
in cases where they decide that the act- 
ual rates are not reasonable, But it ap- 
pears elear that the enforcement of pub- 
lished rates and the prevention of dis- 
crimination and favoritism through se- 
cret rebates or other forms of evasion of 
the published rates is not only a great 
service to the public and a valuable ap- 
plication of the inter-State commerce 
law, but is entirely free from the risks 
which would inevitably attend the mak- 
ing of rates by the commission. For such 
enforcement of published rates the com- 
mission has shown by its recent action 
that it possesses substantial and efficient 
powers, probably extensive enough to se- 
cure their object. Whether these powers 
are entirely adequate can only be found 
out by the thorough use of them. If they 
prove adequate, the law will be justified 
in one important part of it. And the 
way to further development of the policy 
of the Government will be sensibly 
clearer. 


FREEING OUR EXPORTS. 

A bill is pending in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, introduced by Mr. LOvER- 
ING of Massachusetts, which is entitled, 
and correctly, “A bill to encourage the 
sale and exportation of articles of domes- 
tic manufacture.” 

That would seem to be an object which 
all sensible Americans should approve. 
When it is stated that the sole means by 
which the bill seeks to promote this ob- 
ject is by relieving exported articles of 
taxation which is now imposed and from 
which the rivals of our exporters in Ger- 
many, France, Great Britain, and other 
exporting countries are wholly free, there 
can be no reasonable opposition to the 
bill. According to the Constitution, taxes 
on exports are forbidden. They are also 
clearly forbidden by good policy. But it 
still remains true that American exports 
in which certain materials, especially 
ores, metals, hides, and leather, are em- 
ployed are in effect taxed. This comes 
about through the taxation of these ma- 
terials when they are imported into the 
country and afterward used in manu- 
factures for export. Provision is made 
by law that the tax on such imported 
materials shall be refunded to the ex- 
porter, less 1 per cent., at the time of 
exportation, but in order to secure this 
rebate he must be able absolutely 
identify the specific materials employed. 
This is in practice often impossible, and 
when it is so the exporter has no relief. 

In substance the bill of Mr. LoverInG 
provides that the drawback shall be al- 
lowed when the exporter can show to the 
satisfaction of the Treasury officials that 
he has used materials equivalent in value 
and quantity to the imported materials, 
though he may not be able to identify the 
actual imported materials. There is fur- 
ther provision that he may have a draw- 
back of the internal revenue taxes paid 
on the materials of his manufactured 
product. These provisions are clearly in 
harmony with the original intent of the 
Constitution, and the relief given does 
nothing more than to place our own ex- 
porters and manufacturers for export on 
equal footing with their competitors 
abroad. The only opposition we can 
imagine to the bill will come from the ex- 
treme and narrow protectionists who re- 
gard any relaxation of import duties 
under any circumstances as injurious to 
them, the men whose stupid and greedy 
tactics are more of a menace to the whole 
protective system than all the free-trade 
agitation in the country.

THE PARK AVENUE COMMITTEE. 


It detracts nothing from the sympathy 
felt for the individual property owners 
along Park Avenue, whose house fronts 
have fallen into the subway excavation, 
that the average citizen will find much 
cause for congratulation that this par- 
ticular misfortune has happened to gen- 
uemen so well able to look after their 
own interests and those of others simi- 
larly situated. The committee selected to 
represent the interests of the Park Ave- 
nue residents was well chosen and evi- 
dently “means business.”’ In their con- 
ference with the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion they made it reasonably clear that 
they were not to be trifled with, and 
that before they have finished the work 
committed to them a good many ques- 
tions now involved in more or less uncer- 
tainty will be thoroughly elucidated. This 
is important. We have fairly entered 
upon the era of underground transit. Be- 
fore the subway is finished the construc- 
tion of the Pennsylvania tunnels across 
the city will have been begun in a large 
way, and it is fair to presume that for 
the next ten years the panting of the 
rock drill and the reverberation of the 
disruptive blast will make life more or 
less burdensome for a large proportion of 
our citizens. The questions formulated 
by the committee of Park Avenue prop- 
erty owners are not of exclusively local 
interest. Perhaps without intending to do 
so, Mr. Devoe and his committee are 
rendering a public service of the greatest 
value in formulating their catechism of 
twenty-one questions which call for as 
many specific and illuminating answers. 

As a people we take our misfortunes 
calmly and accept vast inconvenience 
with little or no protest. Those who see 
Qdavantage in the invasion of public or 
private rights expect more or less com- 
plaint, no doubt, but if they leave all 
the talking to be done by those intruded 
upon and keep right on they have every 
reason to expect that before anything 
like a serious opposition is organized 
they will have accomplished what they 
have in view and erected into vested 
rights what were not rights at all. In 
this way the most serious encroachments 
upen public and private rights have been 
effected with very little trouble, and if 
the Rapid Transit Commission has shown 
any disposition to pursue this method it 
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THE 
would merely indicate that these gentle- 
men are applying in public work the wis- 
dom gained in other undertakings, and 
taken counsel] of the wily and sagacious 
operator in franchises who is succéssful 
in proportion to his skill in finding and 
following the path of least resistence. 

In telling the Commissioners that while 
the members of that board are held in 
high esteem as gentlemen, they no Jong- 
er have the public confidence as Rapid 
Transit Commissioners, it is probable 
that Mr. Devor went a little beyond the 
truth. The general feeling is that the 
Commissioners have done their work 
very well indeed, and that what criticism 
is warranted by the facts should be di- 
rected against the contractor and his 
sub-contractors. If they have overlooked 
any of the precautions necessary to safe- 
guard the interests of the public, the 
fault lies’ rather with their engineers, 
who should take the initiative in such 
matters, than with the board who are 
not engineers and have no knowledge of 
the practical problems of excavation and 
tunneling. The work of the Park Avenue 
committee will tend to discourage any 
in the technical manage- 
ment of the work, and to decide certain 
open questions of responsibility which 
cannot be decided too soon. It will also 
suggest to property owners the advan- 
tage of concerted measures for protec- 
tion in advance of serious injury. Their 
troubles are by no means over; indeed, | 
they have only just begun. i 
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MORE PAY FOR NAMELESS CLERKS. 
The Committee on Accounts of the 
House of Representatives has before it | 
bill introduced by Representative | 
BrowNtow of Tennessee, proposing to

to the other burdens of taxation 
borne by the people, the purpose of the 

bill being to increase from $100 to $150 

a month the compensation of the private 

secretaries or clerks allowed, under cer- 

tain conditions, to be employed by Rep- 
resentatives and paid for out of the 
Treasury. 

From year to year, since the law per- 
mitted compensation to private secre- 
taries of Representatives, the reports of 
the Clerk of the House have shown that 
every Representative entitled to enjoy 
the privilege has certified, “‘on the first 
day of each and every month during his 
term,” that he “has paid or agreed to 
pay” the $100 to a clerk for services 
necessary in the discharge of his duties. 
If there have been murmurs of suspicion, 
suggesting that this certification neces- 
sary to secure payment of the monthly 
allowance was not quite true, and that 
sometimes part or even all of the allow- 
ance got no further than the member, 
these grave intimiations of petty pilfer- 
ing are unfortunate; for as there is no 
list of clerks required to be made, no 
publicity of the fact of employment, as 
the House might easily provide for the 
protection of itself and of its employés, 
the insinuations heard must go without 
other answer than the indignant pro- 
testation of the unprotected member 
that he has not “ pocketed "’ the monthly 
allowance or divided. it with an un- 
named alleged clerk. 

There is no doubt that most of the | 
members of the House need the assist- 
ance of a clerk during the sessions of | 
Congress, and that the clerks should be 
paid a decent wage for the clerical work 
and errand-running they perform. The 
average duration of a gession is five | 
months. The compensation to private | 
secretaries is drawn for twelve months | 
in each year—or at least certification is | 
made to the Speaker that it is drawn for 
that purpose, and the presumption 
should be that it goes to a clerk—all of 
it—and is not in whole or in part added 
to the compensation of the Representa- | 
tive. To increase the salary of members 
by this method would be intolerable; to 
increase the increase by half would be 
aggravating a most contemptible scan- 

The House should hesitate to invite 
further suspicion about this matter by | 
at once providing for the listing of all 
private secretaries, and it may well put | 
off, until that be done, consideration of 
the proposed increase of pay to persons 
said to be tmployed and paid. 


The comment in the press on the re- 
tirement of the Commissioner of Pen- ! 
sions, Mr. Evans, both by those who re- 
gret and those who rejoice, is not of a | 
nature to give much pleasure to the Pres- | 
ident. The situation is full of awkward’! 
inconsistencies. If Mr. EvAns’s adminis- 
tration of his office has been good enough | 
to deserve the indorsement involved in | 
his appointment to one more highly paid | 
and more agreeable, that, as we have al- 
ready pointed out, is a sound reason for 
keeping him where he is. If it be intend- 
ed to continue in the office the policy he 
has followed, why not continue him? If 
it be alleged that he insists on giving up 
the thankless task, we have to take cog- 
nizance of the fact that he alleges that 
his “incumbency has begun to embar- | 
rass public officials and statesmen.” It : 
is the policy of the office, and not the 
incumbent, that is embarrassing. That 
will be just as embarrassing under any 
other incumbent if it be maintained. As 
Mr. EVANS says again, “No one could 
have been more liberal and have enforced 
the law.” This statement is confirmed 
by the fact that every pension shark in 
the land is rejoicing that Mr. Evans has 
been “‘ forced out.”’ It is all a great pity. 


In view of the explanations by the 
North German Gazette of Germany's 
reasons for refusing to receive imports 
of meat treated with antiseptic preserva- 
tives, it only remains to be seen whether 
the same reasons will be held to apply to 
preparations of German manufacture 
used at home or exported to the United 
States. If so, this Government will have 
no cause for complaint and no warrant 


for retaliatory measures, and consumers 
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on both sides of the ocean will undoubt- 
edly be the gainers. 


For the future railway traveler the 
offer of “‘ all the comforts of home” will 


have no meaning. Indeed, he has al- 
ready learned to expect in traveling a 
great many comforts which are impossi- 
ble in the average home, and form no 
part of his daily life. For example, we 
read of a Western railroad which is now 
equipping a train at a cost about equal 
to that of a first-class hotel, with buffet 
cars, bathrooms, barber's shop, library 
and smoking cars, drawing room, sleep- 
ing, and observation coaches. To these 
we have already attained, but this train 
will also have telephone connection with 
local and long-distance services, and it is 
expected that before long a passenger 
may call up any number anywhere and 
hold a conversation while the train is in 
motion. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Mr. W. D. HoweEt.s’s recent steam- 
boat trip from Pittsburg to Cincinnati and 
back has hac, among other results not yet 
recorded, that of starting on its rounds a 
story which, if not well founded, is at least 
moderatéiy well found, and raises several 
questions, one of them interesting.

——Recognizing the enormous amount of 


| inconvenience which followed the last sleet 


storm because of its destructive effects 
upon aerial telegraph and telephone wires, 
The Electrical World and Engineer dis- 
cusses at length the question whether such 
wires should be put under ground. It holds 
that more than the important matter of 
first expense is to be considered. Wires 
under ground, though safe from most of 
the dangers that threaten them when 
strung on poles, are not safe from pick and 
shovel, and, escaping these, to repair them, 
though less frequently necessary, is much 
more expensive. In the next place the 
buried wires would be very much slower in 
transmission of messages, and the cost of 
transmission would consequently be in- 
creased. According to The Electrical World 
and Engineer, the way to prevent such 
trouble as New York, Philadelphia, and 
Baltimore recently suffered from the recent 
cutting of swift communication is to leave 
most of the wires in the air, and to put a 
few of them under ground for use in an 
emergency. “It would pay,’’ the expert 
says, ‘‘to carry a light underground cable 
of twisted pairs of insulated wires between 


i important cities, such as New York, Phila- 


delphia, Baltimore, and Washington, which 
are not far apart, and where the expense of 
cabling a few wires would be justified by 
the necessity of maintaining telegraphic 
communication under every condition of 
weather. These wires would form a hand- 
ful of conductors as an aiternative route 
to the ordinary overhead trunk lines, and 


the quantity of copper they contained, they 


fic during an emergency. Outside of such 
selected underground trunk lines we must 
be prepared to carry wires over head over 
the length and breadth of the land, in 
stormy weather or fine.’’ It is also sug- 
gested that in days not distant wireless 
telegraphy will be used to transmit impor- 
tant land messages when the ordinary serv- 
ice breaks down, s0 that there is little hope 
that the dream of getting all wires under 
ground is not likely ever to be realized ex- 
cept within city limits. 


——There seemed to be some reason, last 
year, to think that the bicycle was threat- 
ened with the fate which overtook the roller 
skate. Certainly its popularity had enor- 
mously decreased, and not one of the ma- 
chines was in use when the seasen closed 
for each hundred that could be seen the 
year before. The prospective complete 
abandonment of one of the most admirable 
of human inventions was eminently dis- 
pleasing, and it is with relief that people 
of philosophic minds will hear the present 
reports that the bieycle trade is “ looking 
up" and that the coming Summer promises 
to see a revival of interest in the vehicle 
with so many merits. The vogue of the bi- 
cycle grew too fast and spread too far. It 
became a fashion and a fad, and innumer- 
able people rode for whom more than a 
very little of such exercise was injudicious, 
and almost as many more to whom a con- 
siderabls amount of it would have been 
beneficial, exhausted themselves by jour- 
neys longer, harder, and more frequent than 
reason justified. Injury and disgust were 
the natural consequences, and the bicycle 
suffered most unjustly in the popular es- 
teem. But the harm done, apparently, was 
not irreparable, and recognition of the mar- 
velous machine's real merits as a means of 
both business and pleasure has survived 
in enough miinds to save it for another and 
wiser trial. With the best bicycles at mod- 
erate prices, and the inclination to misuse 
and abuse their possibilities conquered at 
last and before it was too late, they ought 
to regain the large favor they certainly de- 
serve. There is a place for this instrument 
of locomotion, and it is one which neither 
horses nor automobiles will ever fill. What- 
ever hapnens, the impetus to the building of 
good roads that was given by the bicycle 
should never be forgotten. 


—In the case of young BELL, the fugi- 
tive receiving teller of the Riverside Bank, 
one cannot but note again the apparent 
discrepancy between his services and their 
remuneration. For nine years, his employ- 
ers say, he had worked to their perfect sat- 
isfaction, and he had earned advancement 
toa position of great responsibility. and 
greater temptations. And yet, at the end of 
the nine years, his annual salary was only 
as many hundred dollars, or about $17 a 
week. Now it is, of course, both possible 
and easy to sustain life and remain honest 
on $17 a week. Thousands and thousands 
of men and women do it right here in New 
York, but—well, human nature is human 
nature, and it may be that young BEe.u 
haa béen allowed to dwell dangerously long 
on the relation bétween his services. his abil- 
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ities, and his pay, and though the acts with 
which he is charged are inexcusable, one 
cannot declare them inexplicable. We all 
know the sort of existence that $17 a week 
will support in this city—the food and cloth- 
ing and lodging it will supply. They are 
not of a kind to content able and ambitious 
young men—for much more than nine years, 
perhaps not as long as that. Bank Direc- 
tors, particularly those who do not main- 
tain a careful, constant, and rigid oversight 
over the minuter details of their business, 
could profitably give these matters a little 
more thought than they do. If they did 
their indignation at the infidelity of trusted 
subordinates would be less complex than 


there is reason for it to be when incidents 
like this one are forced upon their reluc- 


tant attention. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 


Ex-Senator Hill's speech before the Man- 
hattan Club several weeks ago struck the 
keynote of Democracy’s duty and opportun- 
ity.

Nothing less 
than this will reinstate the party in this 
State to its former prestige and command 
the confidence and support of the old Dem- 
ocratic Party, and the respect of the coun- 
try. I place this first in importance, since, 
whatever else might be adopted acceptable 
to the party, would be futile and antago- 
nized ir Bryan and ius leadership were re- 
tained. 
_ Second, the tariff and reciprocity, which 
is a modification of protection, should be 
clearly stated and boldly pressed to the 
front as it was in ex-President Cleveland's 
second campaign. A return to a discrimi- 
nating tariff ‘‘for revenue only,” suffi- 
client for the Government economically ad- 
ministered, is as sound now as it was then, 
and the election was carried on that issue 
and can be carried again, other conditions 
being equal. The backbone of protection is 
broken; it has been carried to such an ex- 
tent that it is rapidly undermining the 
whole system. Reciprocity is more than 
ever claiming attention by both parties and 
should be granted to every country where 
it can be applied to advantage to both the 
contracting parties. All raw materials for 
manufacturing purposes should be put on 
the free list. Free trade should be con- 
reded between this country and all its in- 
cular possessions. These two policies may 
as well be declared now as later.

It is 
reported that recently a horde of Tunguses, 
numbering about 1,000, was dispersed by 
Col. Dobronravoff to the northeast of Muk- 
den, and another, numbering about 600, to 
the northeast of Kharbin, on the Sungari. 
On the same day an engagement was fought 
at Tuntchen in which tne Tunguses tost 
about 100 killed and wounded. To the 
southwest of Mukden, on the Mongolian 
border, bands of Tunguses, whose strength 
varied from 400 to 1,000, had also been 
fermed, and they raided and plundered the 
district. Major Gen. Mischtceuko, after 
several engagements, succeeded in clearing 
the country, and recently is reported to 
have captured some forts into which the 
‘runguses had retired. Notwithstanding the 
verbose and startling character of the news, 
the total loss of the latter in these encoun- 
ters was 133, while the Russian casualties 
were 13.

RESURRECTION OF JESUS. 


No Satisfactory Evidence that Christ’s 
Body Was Raised from the Dead, 
Dr. Savage Says. 

Dr. Minot J. Savage, speaking in the 
Church of the Messiah yesterday morning 
on “ The Abolition of Death,’ said in part: 

** Never the dawn of Christianity 
were many people doubting con- 
cerning the future life as there are now— 
not ignorant or bad peopie, but the best 
there are, or as good as there are; they 
are readers, thinkers, persons acquainted 
with philosophy and science, and who have 
studied history, looked into ecclesiastical 
tradition. This is the attitude of thou- 
sands, and the number is growing. And 
let us frankly admit the fact. 

“If a person asks me whether I think 
there is satisfactory evidence that the body 
of Jesus was raised from the dead, I must 
be frank and say I do not. No case in a 
modern court could be carried through suc 
cessfully unless there were in its favor 
better evidence than we have for the resur- 
rection of Jesus, There is no first-hand 
testimony of anybody to that fact, and we 
know perfectly well that if we had the tes- 
timony of a hundred or a thousand to a 
similar event as taking place to-day it 
would weigh with us very little. 

* But 1 believe with my whole soul that 
Jesus was seen alive after the crucifixion, 
and out of that belief might very easily 
arise the belief that the body had risen. I 
do not beiieve there is anything in the fact 
of death that changes us more than going 
to sleep last night and waking up this 
morning I believe death is another kind 
of birth; that we graduate from this life, 
take the next step in an ever-advancing 
career of progress, and that we are just 
ourselves over there. 

“ We make ourselves, and in making our- 
selves we make our hells and heavens in 
this world and in all worlds, and not only 
now, but forevermore. A broken law must 
mean the result of a broken law, and God 
Himself cannot help it without introducing 
disorder and breach into His perfect uni- 
verse. There is no such thing as arbitrary 
reward or arbitrary punishment, but 
throughout the universe there are only re- 
sults, inevitable results, beneficent results, 
wisely ordered results."’

GREEKS BETRAY MACEDONIANS. 


Threatened Outbreak This Spring Will 
Probably Be Prevented—Montene- 
grans to Invade Turkey ? 


LONDON TIMEsS—NEW YORK TIMES

LONDON, March 31.—A dispatch to 
The Times from Athens says the grave 
situation in Macedonia and Albania 
causes considerable uneasiness. It is 
thought that the propaganda of the 
Macedonian committee in Bulgaria is 
somewhat discredited among the wealth- 
ier classes, owing to the crimes and ex- 
tortion connected with it. Still, the phys- 
ical force party, which may be compared 
to the Fenian section of the Irish Nation- 
alists, continues to follow the lead of ex- 
President Sarafof, who has planned a 
general rising of Christians in the com- 
ing Spring. 

The dispatch says that the overtures 
made in Athens and Belgrade have not 
been found tempting and that the Greeks 
have disclosed the scheme to Turkey. 
This, in conjunction with the strong mil- 
itary precautions being taken, will prob- 
ably prevent the threatened outbreak. 
Improvement, however, is impossible 
without reform, and the Sultan’s person- 
al fears and the disunion of the Euro- 
pean powers make the prospect of reform 
remote. 


GERMAN-ITALIAN RELATIONS. 


The Meeting Between Prinetti and von 
Buelow—Renewal of the Drei- 
bund Expected.

LONDON, March 31.—The Rome corre- 
spondent of The Times says the cryptic 
utterances of the Italian semi-official 
press in regard to the interview between 
Count von Biilow (German Imperial 
Chancellor) and Signor Prinetti (Italian 
Foreign Minister) justify the suspicion 
that the intercourse of the two states- 
men was abstract rather than concrete. 

Count von Biilow, the correspondent 
probably observed the line laid 
down in his reply to Signor Prinetti’s 
application for an interview —that he 
(von Biilow) would be glad to the 
Foreign Minister as an old acquaintance, 
but that he was going to Italy on a holi-

TO MINE ICE IN CAVES. 


Company Formed to Get the Product 
from the Arizona Caverns. 
Special to The New York Times. 

PHOENIX, Arizona, March 30.—A com- 
pany of capitalists has been organized to 
mine ice from the curious and famous tfce 
caves in Northern Arizona and supply the 
towns on the Santa Fé Railroad with the 
product during the long, oppressive Sum- 
mer. It is expected that a supply sufficient 
also for the Arizona division of other rail- 
roacs will also be procured. 

Little is known of the Arizona ice caves, 
and nothing authentic has ever been writ- 
ten about them. The main cave is at the 
head of Clark's Valley. fourteen miles 
southeast of Flagstaff. Until last August 
the main cave had been penetrated to a 
depth of only 200 feet. E. R. Dalton of 
New York then explored the cave past 
the point where the narrowness of the 
opening had stopped other explorers, and 
found that the passageway gradually 
widened out into a series of chambers, all 
of solid ice. 

Since then other explorers have discov- 
ered that the caves are mines of inex- 
haustible ice, which extends far down into 
the bowels of the earth. The temperature 
in the cave drops 60 degrees during the 


first twenty minutes’ descent

ROW OVER NON: UNION BEER 


Lively Recriminations at the Cen- 
tral Federated Union’s Meeting. 


Senator Hanna’s View of Anti-Chinese 
Labor Amendment to Subsidy Bill— 
The Routine Business 
Transacted. 


The question of non-union beer caused 
such a commotion at yesterday's meeting 
of the Central Federated Union that for 
twenty minutes or more all busihess was 
suspended while delegates made charges 
and countercharges against each other for 
drinking the tabooed liquid. This state of 
affairs arose from an attempt to revive the 
dispute between the United Brewery Work- 
ers and the Engineers’ and TFiremens’ 
Unions, which led to the alleged expulsion 
of the Brewery Workers, who were repre- 
sented yesterday, in spite of the expulsion. 
While a discussion on this subject was in 
progress Rudolph Modest of Cigarmarkers 
Union No. 90, which is composed of Ger- 
mans, was incidentally charged with drink- 
ing a glass of non-union beer. 

“ Twenty-five delegates,’ shouted Modest, 


* drank non-union beer in my sight.” 

*“It was Irish whisky,’’ said a voice, pre- 
sumably belonging to one of the twenty- 
five. 

“T want to explain—”’ 
ing at his opponents. 

“You can’t,” said the Chairman, bring- 
down down his gavel and rapping continu- 
ously for five minutes for order. Modest 
continued to demand the floor, but at last 
was compelled to sit down. The subject of 
the Brewery Workers’ fight was resumed, 
and it was agreed to sgy nothing more 
about it until the Executive Council of the 
tAmerican Federation of Labor, which meets 
on April 14, shall pass on it. Modest got 


on his feet again. 
*“*T want to explain about a charge against 


me,” he began. 

“I object,’’ interrupted Delegate Kelly 
of the Theatrical Protective Union. ‘** There 
ls business of importance coming and this 
would only be a scolding match.” 

Modest said a charge had been made 
against him, and he demanded a vindica- 
tion. He was allowed the floor, and began 
to describe how he followed twenty- five 


delegates from the Cenffal Federated Union 
several weeks ago to a non-union saloon 
after the meeting of the central body. 

“This isn’t a reply to the charge,” said 
the Chairman, while about twenty delegates 
shouted for Modest to sit down, and the 
Chairman banged the table with his gavel 
for order. 

ne | coming to the charge,"’ said Modest. 
(Bang—bang.)  ** Oh, you may bang till 
you're tired. I'll wait till you're done.” 

A roar of laughter followed in the midst 
of which Modest was seen to be gesticu- 
Jating, though he could not be heard. 
When he did get a hearing he said he 
suspected the twenty-five delegates, and 
with the delegate of the Architectural Iron- 
workers’ Union followed them to the sa- 
loon. 

“And you 
delegate. 

“Yet, but—.”’ Shouts of laughter stopped 
him, but after a while he managed to ex- 
plain that he went there as a volunteer 
sleuth, and bought a glass of beer in or- 
der to remain there. 

“T’m not Irish or I would have took 
whisky,”’ he said, looking at an Irish del- 
egate, who he thought was quizzing him. 
*“ Being a German I took beer, 

A chorus of satirical ‘‘ohs” and “ ahs 
ieee and all of the caemttiee accused 
delegates seemed to be talking at once. 

** And it wasn’t whisky, either, they were 
drinking!”’ yelled Modest. ‘‘ They were 
drinking beer by the barrelful—by the 
barrelful.’ 

The meeting laughed loud and long at 
this, much to Modest’s surprise. A del- 
egate said ‘“ vindicated,”’ and the regular 
business was resumed before Modest had 
a chance to say any more. 

A ‘etter was read from Frank Morrison, 
Secretary of the American Federation of 
Labor, stating that while 367 central bodies 
were at/iliated with the American Federa- 
tion of Labor there were many local unions 
connected with the American Federation of 
Labor that aid not affiliate either with cen- 
tral bodies or with National unions of their 
respective trades. He asked for a list of 
local unions which did not send delegates 
to the Central Federated Union, and also 
a list of independent unions which had no 
charter from National organizations, with 
a view to seeing that they obeyed the arti- 
cles in the constitution of the American 
Federation of Labor covering such unions. 
It was decided to grant the request. 

Delegate Bird of the Marine Firemen's 
Union described an interview he had with 
Senator Mark Hanna last week regarding 
the new Subsidy bill, which has been passed 
by the Senate at Washington and is now 
before the House. He wanted Senator Han- 
na, he said, to use his influence to have in- 
serted in the bill the anti-Chinese labor 
amendment, which was rejected by the Sen- 
ate, before the bill was passed upon by the 
House of Representatives, but the Senator 
was not in favor of the proposal, saying 
that if the bill went in a mutilated condi- 
tion before the House it would be killed 
Chinese seamen, cooks, or firemen received 
$8 a month, Bird said, while Americans re- 
ceived $40 and $50 

Resolutions passed by the Marine Fire- 
men's Union denying the. assumption that 
Americans could not not stand the heat in 
the ship's holds in the tropics were then 
submitted and indorsed. It was decided to 
send conies of them to the House Commit- 
tee on Foreign Affairs and to Senator Pat- 
terson, who introduced the anti-Chinese 
amendment. 

Samuel B. Donnelly, Delegate of Typo- 
graphical Union No. 6, read a speech of 
Congressman Goldfogle in support of the 
Salary bill of the letter carriers, giving de- 
tails of the work the New York letter car- 
riers have to do. A committee consisting of 
Delegates Wonnelly, Hanna, and Boulton 
Was appointed to go to Washington and 
urge Chairman Loud of the Committee on 
est Offices and Post Roads to support the 

ill. 

The delegate of the Eccentric Association 
of Engineers said that, although a special 
measure had been passed bringing the Je- 
rome Park Reservoir under the eight-hour 
Jaw, no action had been taken regarding it. 
A committee consisting of Delegates Fin- 
snegan, Healey, Pallas, and Donnelly 
appointed to ask Mayor Low to approve of 
the new measure and to see that it is car- 
ried out at the reservoir.

English Bricklayer Denies the Superior- | 


ity of American Bricklayers, Who 
Deny His Assertions. 
Workingmen in the building trades, espe- 
cially bricklayers, were indignant yester-

Times recently and cabled over here, in 
which J. Oldham, an English bricklayer, 
denies the superiority of American to Eng- 
lish baicklayers. 

. The statements are in reply to a remark 
By Mr. Stewart, the manager of the building 
work of the Westinghouse plant in Man- 
chester, who said that while an Englishman 
fs Jaying 320 brick an American can lay 
from 1,500 to 2.250. Mr. Oldham says that. 
though the American bricks are smaller 
and eascier to handle than the English 
bricks, Ameriears cannot lay the number 
menticnéa by Mr. Stewart nor anything 
like it. He also says that the American 
work bears no comparison with the Eng- | 


lish; that few Americans are employed in 
New York on face work, where great skill 
is needed, and that the most successful 
contractors in the class of work where the 
largest number of bricks is laid are Eng- 
lishmen. 

Ww alking Delegate J. J. Donnelly of Brick- 
layers’ Union No. 7, who has held the office 
for twelve years, said last evening that the 
Statements of Mr. Oldham were unsupport- 
ed by the actual facts. Not only were the 
American bricklayers much faster than the 
Englishmen, but they also did better work. 

“This is so well known,” he continued, 
“that Englishmen when they ‘come over 
here find it hard to compete with Ameri- 
cans. The methods they have been taught 
are slower. and the pace set by the Ameri- 
cars surprises them. They have a_ hard 
time to get up to the American speed, and 
think they are nearly killed at the first. 
This is admitted by contractors.”

WILLARD HOSPITAL DENIAL. 


Reply Made by the Board of Managers 
to Gov. Odell’s Charges. 

The Board of Managers of the Willard 
State Hospital has issued the following 
statement: 

At a special meeting of the Managers 
of the Willard State Hospital, held at the 
hospital on March 26, 1902, the following 
preamble and resolution were unanimously 
adopted: 

““ Whereas, certain charges appear In the 
memorandum of Gov. Odell, filed with his 
approval of Chapter 26, Laws of 1902. 

“First, the charge that the attendance 


at the hospital has averaged but three for | 


each manager per year. To obtain these 
figures only official records of the formal 


meetings of the board were consulted. No | 


attention was paid to the individual visits 
of the Managers. No attention was paid to 
the meetings of the board at Geneva during 
the Winter months, when access to che 
hospit& was difficult, and when routine 
business could as readily be transacted 
there as at the hospital. No attention was 
paid to the fact that for the past two 
years, owing to a diphtheria epidemic, the 
hospital has been quarantined for months 
at a time by the local Boards of Health, 
and visits by the Managers made impossi- 
ble. And, finally, no attention was paid 
to the fact that the Managers have been in 
almost daily communication with the hos- 
pital by telegraph, telephone, and letter. 
We think a consideration of these facts 
must put an entirely different aspect upon 
the relation of this board to the hospital, 
and we would add that whatever the num- 
ber of visits made as a board or individu- 
ally, sufficient care and inspection have 
been given by the Managers to insure the 
maintenance of the hospital in a state of 
the highest efficiency. 

“Second, the charge that ‘at the Willard 
Hospital a farm was bought from one of 
the members of the Board of Managers at 
a price greatly in excess of its markct 
value.’ The fact is, that no farmlands have 
been bought for the hospital during the five 
years’ term of the present Board of Man- 
agers, (1897-1901,) and that, therefore, no 
accusation of the above sort can rest 
against them. A farm was purchased in 
February, 1892, from Mr. Peter Van Vieet, 
father of a Manager, (Trustee,) then in 
office, This Trustee, however, had no 
active part in the negotiation, and was nor 
present at the meeting when the purchase 
Was consummated. The acquisition of the 
farm was approved by the Lunacy Commis- 
sion, two members of the commission hav- 
ing first made a personal inspection of it. 
The price paid was $75 per acre, and it 
Was so far from being excessive that a 
responsible nursery firm in Geneva offered 
to take the farm at an advance of $1,000 
upon the sum paid by the State; therefore, 
be it 

“Resolved, That this board puts on rec- 
ord its emphatic denial of the charges 
made in said memorandum of Gov. Odell.” 


FOR WATER SUPPLY ENGINEER. 


Commissioner Dougherty Refuses to 
Say Whether He Asked J. R. Freeman. 


Commissioner Dougherty of the Depart- 
ment of Water Supply declined, when seen 
at his home in Brooklyn last night, to dis- 
cuss a report to the effect that he had 
asked John R. Freeman to become the 
chief engineer of the department. 

‘‘ Assuming,” he said, ‘“‘that Mr. Free- 
man had been asked to take the place, he 
probably weuld not accept because of his 
other interests. Mr. Freeman lives in 
Providence, where he has important busi- 


ness connections, and he might not care 
to come to New York," 

Asked if he had any one else in mind as a 
successor to Chief Engineer Birdsall, who is 
still in office, the Commissioner said that 
he had thought of a number of men in con- 
nection with the place, but he preferred not 
to talk about the matter now. 

Mr. F'reeman is the engineer who aided 
ex-Controller Coler in the fight against the 
Ramapo Water Company two years ago. 
He is said to entertain the opinion that 
any large increase in the city’s water sup- 
ply which might be sought in the future 
should come from the Housatonic River, in 
Connecticut, believing that a supply could 
be obtained from that source without any 
serious inter-State complications arising 
over the matter. . 

It is said that if Mr. Freeman becomes 
chief engineer of the Water Department 
he will accept the place only because of the 
opportunity that will be offered him to 
work out certain of his ideas with regard 
to securing for this city a permanent sup- 
ply of water. 


KILLED BY ELEVATED TRAIN. 


Man's Body Was Dragged Forty Feet 
Before Engine Stopped.

NEW BRONX TROLLEY LINES 


Union Railway Company to Spend 
$1,250,000 on Improvements. 


Work on Extensions, 
Many Old Lines, and Betterment of 
Plan to Begin at Once, 


Extensions and improvements that will 
cost over $1,250,000 have been authorized 
by the Board of Directors of the Union 
Railway Company for their trolley system 
in the Borough of the Bronx. Work will 
begin at once, and every possible effort will 
be made to push it to a speedy completion. 
Among the extensions are several of the 
greatest importance to the welfare and de- 
velopment of the Bronx that have long been 
urged by citizens and property owners, 
while the improvements include the double 
tracking of several important thorough- 
fares in the extreme north end of the sys- 
tem and the relaying é& rails on the 
branches that handle the largest number 
of passengers. The unevenness of some of 
the rails is largely due to the constant tak- 
ing up and relaying of the streets and ave- 
nues during the past five years throughout 
the district, which has caused the rails to 
sink, bulge, and spread. The majority of 
the streets, along which branches of the 
Union system run,.are now permanently 
paved either with asphalt or Belgian block. 

Among the most important lines that are 
to be rebuilt at once are the Third Avenue 
line from One Hundred and Thirty-eighth 
Street to Fordham; the West Farms branch 
from One Hundred and Sixty-fourth Street 
to the Bronx River, Westchester Avenue 
from Third Avenue to Prospect Avenue, 
One Hundred and Thirty-cighth 
Street cross-town line from the north side 
of the Mott Haven Canal bridge to Port 
Morris. The old-fashioned six-inch rails 
which are now used on all of these branches 
will be torn out and replaced with nine-inch 
Trilby rails in sixty-foot lengths. These 
rails weigh 103 pounds to the yard and are 
expected to do away with the jolting and 
rolling complained of. In addition to this 
the company will begin at once the con- 
struction of new branches on St. Ann's Av- 
enue from the Southern Boulevard to the 
junction of One Hundred and Sixty-first 
Street and Third Avenue, on Morris Ave- 
nue, from One Hundred and Thirty-eighth 
to One Hundred and Sixty-first Street, and 
on the Fordham Landing Road from_the 
Fordham Landing Station of the New York 
and Northern Railroad across the borough 
to Fordham. Recently Fordham Landing 
Road Was widened from a mere lane to an 
eighty-foot improved street, and the new 
line wil! give to the residents of the north- 
west section of the district cross-town fa- 
cilities. 

Another extension of importance is that 
of the Sedgwick Avenue line from its pres- 
ent terminal in High Bridge to Morris 
Heights. This extension will form a con- 
necting link in the western section of the 
system and complete a loop from the junc- 
tion of Third Avenue and One Hundred and 
Sixty-first Street by way of High Bridge 
and Morris Heights, across Burnside Ave- 
nue and directly east to the terminal at 
West Farms, crossing all other lines of the 
system. The company also proposes to lay 
about fifteen additional miles of track in 
the city to Yonkers and will double track 
the branch between Yonkers and Mount 
Vernon. 

Extensions covering several miles are 
contemplated in the City of Mount Ver- 
non and the village of Pelham Manor, and 
it is also proposed to build an extension in 
New Rochelle so as to connect with White 
Plains by way of Scarsdale over and 
through North Street in New Rochelle. The 
Yonkers Trolley Company, which connects 
with and transfers to the Union system, 
has recently acquired properties on either 
side of its present carhouse in Yonkers 
whereby they now hold the entire square 
block. During the present season the old 
house will be demolished and in its place 
erected a structure with offices and wait- 
ing-room facilities. In addition to these ex- 
tensions numerous additions and improve- 
ments to rolling stock, terminal facilities, 
&c., will be made.
